The later version had slug-tuned coils in the front 
end and used an 1852 (6AC7) in place of a 6SK7 for second RF 
amplifier.

> I noticed that the 

schematic and parts list always agree as to resistor values, but the 
actual resistor in the radio, in some instances is something else 
(according to its markings). Always close e.g. 3k, not 2.7k etc., and 
not enough to worry about. Makes you wonder did Uncle Bill Halligan put 
in what ever was on sale that month??

Resistor (and capacitor) nominal values were changed by the RMA around 
1943 to place the nominals at 2*xtolerance distance from each other. 
Thus, for the 20% resistors you get sigificant figures in the values 
of 18, 22, 27, 33, 39....... in place of the earler 25, 20, 25, 

SO sees The circuits in an SX-28 are, for the most part, traditional 
tube radio receiver circuits (RCA and Hazeltine patents) and could 
tolerate 20% tolerances in the components with no trouble. If you are 
re-resistoring, go ahead and use the P/L values as long as they make 
sense. One may criticize a lot of Hallicrafters products for being 
“lots of flash and no substance" but Halligan hired top engineers and 
the paper designs for Hallicrafters stuff are virtually flawless. The 
SX-28, along with the S-27/36 and some of the portables (S-19/39) 
weren't "typical Hallicrafters"----they were as "top quality" as 
Hallicrafters could make. 


On alignment, the SX-28 aligns the same as other single 
conversion/crystal filter superhets. Connect a DC VTVM to the 
detector output (other end of the last IF secondary from the detector 
plate) and the signal generator output to the grid of the mixer. 


Inject enough signal to see about 1.5 volts on the detector, then move 
the bandpass control over to the narrowest bandpass (crystal) 
position, changing the generator frequency as needed to get the peak. 
Then, peak the IF's, starting at the last IF secondary and working 
forward toward the mixer. Center the crystal filter phasing control 
(i.e., half meshed). If you've got to tweak anything very much, 
repeat the process until you are sure you have the generator at the 
crystal resonant frequency, and all the IF tuned circuits centered on 
that frequency. Reduce generator input as needed to keep detector 
output around 1.5 volts (or less). Turn the AVC off, and set the RF 
gain up to maximum---these are the conditions for maximum sensitivity 
and narrowest bandpass in actual use. The IF's will detune slightly 
with the bandpass control at the broadest position, but you only use 
this position for strong signal fidelity. While you are at it, turn 
the noise filter on, and tune its IF. This is a Lamb active circuit, 
so you increase the signal generator input and tune for maximum 
(negative) bias on the 6L7 IF bias grid. You may prefer to use an AC 
measuring device on the noise filter IF itself.

RECEIVER: The receiver section of the HW-7 is basically a direct 
conversion type circuit. The incoming signal is mixed with the 
on-frequency VFO signal to provide audio output. 


The audio is filtered by the lowpass audio filter & coupled to the audio 
IC which has approximately 100db of gain. A certain amount of microphony 
is normal for this type of circuitry. 


Normal sensitivity for this receiver is less than 1uv will provide a 
readable signal.

It was way out of alignment, 
now perking along rather well. JI tuned the IF's per the manual and selectivity 
is pretty fair. But, I don't understand the crystal filter or its function. 
The manual describes it as a rejection "notch" type filter. As I play with it, 
I seem to be able to reject the signal I am listening to but not an interfering 
Signal. For example, if I throw on the calibrator and tune say 1 KC away from 
the calibrator signal, I can't notch out that calibrator signal.
